Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  3'!  st  December,  1972* 

The  mid-year  Population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
was  3^460,  being  60  more  than  in  1971  • 

The  total,  number  of  births  was  53 >  there  being  one  death  of  a  child 
mder  one  year  cf  age,  gi^'/ing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  1  9  compared 
with  17  fctr  England  and  Vvales^  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the 
year  lender  review. 

Deaths  totalled  54  (41  in  1  971  )  giving  a  death  rate  of  14.00  which 
is  sligl'.tly  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  12.1  . 

Erincipal  causes  of  death  were  -  20  heart  disease  (21  in  1 971 ) > 

14  frcm  cancer  (4  in  1  971  )  >  H  fioni  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous

PUBLIC  CLEANSIN& 

During  the  year  1  9T2  the  Council  continued^  satisfactcrilyj 
to  operate  a  service  fear  the  collection  of  refuse  ..throughout  the  area*  ^ 

Only  a  small  number  of  the  most  remote  and  inaccessible  properties,  mainly 
hill  farms,  are  not  served.  In  the  main  the  frequency  of  collection  is 
weekly  although  some  isolated  properties  are  visited  less  often  and  those 
farms  situated  at  a  distance  from  public  roads  are  asked  to  bring  their 
containers  to  the  roadside  for  collection  instead  of.  receiving  the  usual 
back-door  service. 

Only  one  refuse  tip  is  operated  by  the  Council;  vjnf ortunately 
this  is  at  one  end  of  the  district  and  necessitates  a  number  of 
fairly  long  hauls.  So  far  as  possible  the  Ministry  of  Health 
recommendations  for  controlled  tipping  are  follovred  but  there  is 
a  scarcity  of  suitable  covering  material. 

The  service"  employs  2  vehicles  and  four  men  and  casual  labour 
is  employed  to  assist  dijring  holiday  periods  etc.  The  total  ahniial  cost 
is  £7^04, 

The  septic  tank  emp^tyiiig  service ’’continues  to  operate  satisfactorily 
and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  "those  house  owners  whose  premises  are  not 
served  by  public  sev/er  and  who  get  a  free  annual  cleansing  of  the  tanks 
by  the  Council’s  Contractor During  1972  a  total  of  25^  were 

emptied;  the  cost  ' of  the- service^ being.  £796*  . • 

Satisfactory  arrangements  exist  for  "the  collection  of  biilky 
articles  of  refuse,  such  as  disiised  furniture,  although  there  is  ^ 
sometimes  a  delay  of  a  week  or  tv/o  while  arrangements  are  made  for  a 
special  collection.  Abandoned  cars  are  dealt  v/ith  under  the  Civic  ^ 

Amenities  Act  but  the  numbers  so  far  encountered  are  not  excessive

Fifteen  of  the  above  premises  are  registered  to  store  ice  cream 
for  sale. 

Three  privately  ov/ned  slaughterhouses  are  registered  and  1  55 
visits  for  meat  inspecticn  \rere  made  during  the  year .  The  tables 
overleaf  show  the  details  of  the  carcasses  inspected  during  the 
year. 


The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  827  lbs,  a  very  small 
proportion  of  the  whole  and  an  indication  of  the  high  quality  of 
the  animals  slaughtered.

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-  AM)  CARAVAI^TING 

The  total  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1 972  '^r&s  21  .  With  five  excepticns  these  sites  are  for  very 
small  nijmbers  of  caravans  (less  than  five)  and  little  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  their  control.  In  addition  there  are  four  small  sites 
operating  under  exemption  certificates  from  the  Caravan  Club, 

During  1  972  a  Council-owned  privately-run  site  f car  68 
caravans  on  the  area  of  the  former  Middleton  in  Teesdale  Railway 
Station  was  opened. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area.  There  would 
appear  to  be  a  need  for  such  facilities  to  be  provided  but  the 
proposition  is  clearly  not  attractive  ccmmercially. 

^ _^ID  SBVAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Coxjncil  now  possess  satisfactory  sewerage  systems  at 
Cotherstone,  Mickletcn,  Barningham,  Startfcrth,  Romaldkirk,  Bowes, 
Boldrcn,  Ovingtcn  and  Hutton  Magna. 

There  is  only  one  village,  Lartingtcn^where  sewerage 
facilities  are  not  provided  and  for  viiich  provisional  plans  were 
made  in  the  Council's  post-v/ar  programme.  All  other  ccamr.  uni  ties 
are  small  and  scattered  and  the  sewerage  of  these  could  only  be 
considered  necessary  if  urgent  public  health  problems  arose  and 
were  felt  to  outweigjti  the  econcmic  consideration  involved, 

WATK^SUPHiY

The  water  supplies  throughout  the  area  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water  Board.  No  new  schemes  were 
^ imolemented  during  1 972  .  • 


A  total  of  6  samples  were  teiken  for  bacteriological 
examination  diring  the  year,  of  these  5  were  unsatisfactory, 

..  all  from  private  supplies.  Advice  as  to  remedial  measures  was 
-  .  offered. 
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In  addition  to  the  fcsregoing  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water 
Board  carry  out  regular  routine  examinations  of  all  supplies  mder 
their  control,  both  hacteriologically  and  ehemically.  No  chemical 
analyses  have  been  made  on  the  samples  taken  by  the  Department  and 
I  am  indebted  to  the  V/ater  Board's  Chemist  for  the  information  given 
overleaf  which  represents  the  average  figxire  of  a  nmber  of  chemical 
analyses  of  the  public  supplies.  Figures  given  are  expressed  as 
parts  per  million  except  -vdiere  othervdse  stated. 

One  thousand  and  eighty  six  houses  are  connected  to  the 
public  mains  in  the  area  and  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  twenty  six 
are  dependent  on  private  supplies  of  varying  sorts,  primarily  springs. 
An  analysis  of  these  figxjres  is  given  in  the  second  table  overleaf. 

HCUSIKC 

The  Comcil  owns  ninety-six  houses  and  twenty  four  bungalows. 

With  the  exception  of  the  village  of  Startforth,  there  is  little 
demand  for  further  Cornell  house  biiilding  in  the  district;  much  of 
the  need  is  satisfied  by  the  casioal  vacancies  arising  in  existing 
d¥rellings. 

During  the  year  applications  have  been  approved  for  both 
standard  and  discretionary  grants,  10  standard  grants  were  approved 
and  28  discretionary  grant.  The  total  number  of  grants  approved 
since  the  introduction  of  the  schemes  is  451  ,  The  average  figure 
paid  dioring  the  year  for  standard  grants  was  £235  and  for  discretionary 
grants  £860. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  a  total  of  68  treatments  for  the  elimination 
of  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  using  the  principles  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,
